and Healing Declarationof the firſt of 3Zey ; and the early Proclamation iſſued out againſt vicious, dehauchr and 
prophane Perſons z for which, as we are ayes Dang to praiſe God, ſo we do with all humble Thankfullnefle 
acknowledge your Majeſtics Spectal grace and Princely fayour - And whatever our carneſt*Prayers to God, Fx- 
hortations to our hearers, and dutifull ſubjeRtion may poſhbly contribute to the happin:ſle of your Sacred Perſon 
and Government, we ſhall with all alacrity and faithfullneſſe perform, beſeeching him by whom Kings Re ion, to
